INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
TUESDAY, AUGUST 12, 1997 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: Suppression forces continued to make good progress on
the large fires in the Southern California and Western Great Basin Areas.
Resource mobilization through NICC remained minimal. Very high and
extreme fire indices were reported from units in California, Arizona,
Nevada, Oregon and Washington.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA LARGE FIRES:

An Area Command Team (Edrington) is assigned to the Los Padres National
Forest.

HOPPER, Los Padres NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Greenhoe) is
assigned. This fire is located 5 miles north of Fillmore, CA.
Firefighters made good progress on line construction. Burnout operations
were completed yesterday. Firefighters mopped-up the southern portion of
the fire. Demobilization of resources continues.

CHOKE, Sequoia NF. A Type 11 Incident Management Team (Battreal) is
assigned. This fire is located in the Monarch Wilderness, approximately
50 miles east of Fresno, CA. Suppression forces are making good progress
toward containment objectives. Spot fires and falling snags continue to
cause control problems.

JACKS, Sequoia NF. A Type 11 Incident Management Team (Bacon) is
assigned. This fire is located 30 miles east of Lake Isabella in the
Kiahava Wilderness. Active fire behavior was observed on the northwest
flank above Jacks Creek drainage. Favorable weather conditions and
excellent air support have enabled crews to hold the fire within the
established containment lines.

Crews
successfully completed 2 miles of hand line, but they were unable to tie
in the perimeter. Numerous spot fires have delayed progress toward
containment objectives.

OUTLOOK:

California will be mostly sunny and a little warmer. The coastal areas
will have morning fog and low clouds. |Isolated afternoon thunderstorms
are forecast for the northeast corner of the state. Temperatures will be
in the 70"s and 80"s in the mountains, the upper 80"s and 90"s in the
valleys, and the 90"s to 108 in the southern deserts.

A few afternoon and evening thunderstorms are possible in central and
northern Nevada. The southern portion of the state will be sunny and
drier. Northern temperatures will be in the 80"s to mid 90"s, with
southern desert highs reaching 108.

Eastern Oregon will have a few afternoon and evening thunderstorms. The
remainder of the Northwest Area will be sunny and very warm. Temperatures
will range from 85 to 95 across both states.

Utah will be partly cloudy with scattered afternoon and evening showers



and thunderstorms. Temperatures for most of the state will be in the 70"s
and 80"s. Highs for the lower elevations in southern Utah will be in the
90"s.

A storm system over western Alaska will produce clouds and rain over much
of the west and interior sections. Temperatures throughout Alaska will be
in the 60"s.

Michigan will be cloudy with showers and a few thunderstorms. High
temperatures will be in the 60"s to mid 70°s.

Minnesota will be partly cloudy with a chance of showers in the eastern
and southern portions of the state.
